My dear Mr. Noes 


The story connected with Caesaria Mazaka is in 
my write-up of our trip in Asia Minor which I have taken 
out but have not yet found time to run through. I shall 
be very glad to re-write that study in the light of our 
conversation in New York and prepare it, if you wish, fer 
one of your monographs. I am wondering, however, whether 
it would be wise for me to attempt to publish it until I 
have had the opportunity to go through it more thoroughly, 
than I was able that day with you, to study the coins from 
that city in Mr. Newell's collection. Just now I am some- 
what rushed with the work of remaking my general course 
in oriental history, but I hope a little later to find time 
to go on with this work. 


Mr. Debevoise and I are finding the numismatic 
resources of Chicago rather scanty and doubtless we shall 
eg time be calling upon the American Numismatic Society 

or aid. 


Please remember me to Mr. Newell, and it might 
interest him also, to know that Mr. Debevoise has made 
considerable progress in his identification of Parthian 
seals. He has found some evidence, dated to the years, in 
seal inscriptions on cuneiform tablets from the Parthian 
period. It begins to look as if it might be possible to 
locate Parthian seals in their chronological period, 
much more closely than we have hitherto been able. 


If either Mr. Newell or yourself are in the 
middle west in the next year or 30, I sincerely hope that 
you will pay us a long call.
